Assassin 
Now on Trial for Attempt at Life of 


King Leopold of Belgium Says Edward VII 


and Alfonso Were Also Doomed. 


BRUSSELS, 
Feb. 6. 
At the trial of Rubino, the anarchist who 
at'emptcd the assassination of King Leopold, he testified that he had 
planned to kill the kings of Italy, Great Britain and Belgium. 


Gcnero Rubino de Ruhini 
is the anarchist who attempted to assas- 
sinate the King of the Belgians 
on November 15, 1902. 
He fired 
sev- 


eral 'hots at the King as the latter was driving back to the palace after 
having attended a church service. 
On his arrest ktibini. who is a man 
of medium 
stature, admitted his attempt 
upon 
the King's life and 
stated that he was 
.111 Anaichist. 
He was born at Naples in 1859. 
ilirpn 
s 
lu studied at the Commercial 
Institute ot .Milan, and alter 
wards' was a soldier in the 54th Italian Regiment of the Line. 
He rose 
to 
the-ian- k 
of sergeant, but was degraded and sentenced to five ycais 
imprisonment for having issued an article against the army in a Revolu- 
tionary journal. 
His term of imprisonment being complete, he went to 
Paris.'and eventually to London. 
Here he was elected a member of an 
Anarchist dub. which, howevci, he was forced to leave, suspicion of 
being in the secret 
service of the Italian Embassy falling upon him. 
While in London, he is said to have had newsagent's shops in VVardour 
Mrcet and in Dean street, Soho; and it is stated that he started 
busi- 
ness in Glasgow 
as a 
restaurant-keepe- 
r. 
At one time he was a French 
inasicr at Milan; in 1890 he married; and three years later was con- 
demned to four) ears' imprisonment for forgery. 
He applied to the 
Italian Minister m Brussels for means to return to his own countr, 
but was advised to seek aid from his relations. 
He lived in an attic 
in the center of the city, and among his friends was numbered the Bel- 
gian Anarchist Chapelic 
Rubini's father was an Italian patriot and a 
nuinicipal councillor, and he has two brothers and two sisters.

GENEVA, Feb. 6. 
1 lie Crown Princess Louise of Saxony and M. 
Giron have separated. 
Both will return to their families. 


Louise, Crown Princess of Saxony, wife of the heir apparent to the 
Saxcn throne, eloped from her home on December 23, 1902, with Andre 
Giron, a fascinating Frenchman who had been the tutor of her children. 
They went 
to Geneva where they have remained ever since. 
The 
Crown Princess 
is the mother of five children, and concerning these, 
her own status as queen 
in case of the death of the King of Saxony, 
and her relations with the Crown 
Prince before the elopement there 
have been many lively stories. 
Efforts were made at once after the 
elopement to get her to return home and leave Giron, but she refused 
and stated that she would give up ail her rights and that the eloping pair 


. would co to America and make their home there. 
The Crown Piince 
immediately 
tried to get a diorce and asked the Vatican to annul his 
mai riagc with the Princess, but the Pope refused. 
Efforts were then 
made for a settlement which included a pension for the Crown Princess 
conditionally upon her giving up her children and renouncing all the 
loyal rights that she was entitled to. 
She was reported to have accepted 
these latter conditions 
and a cable message a few days ago announced 
that Giron and the Crown Princess would come to America.

The Hague. 
The tribunal of arbitration assembles on the date fixed on 
by the parties at interest and the deliberations will take place in piivate 
and every decision will be by the majotitv. 
The tribunal has its ordi- 
nary seat at The Hague and except in cases of necessity the place of 
session can be altered only by consent of the litigants. 
Venezuela 
is not 
one of the signator) powers but the convention provided that the juris- 
diction of the tribunal may, within conditions 
laid down in the regula- 
tions, be extended to disputes between 
ry 
powers or between 
signator)

The Hague tribunal is the highest in the world

must 
fulfill any award made against that country by 
the court. 
Judges of the dispute will he chosen from among those mem- 
bers of the permanent court of arbitration which contains seventy rep- 
resentatives.

WASHINGTON, D. C, Feb. 7. 
It is authoritatively 
stated that 
Piesitlcnt Roosevelt will call an extraordinary session of the new Con- 
gress, to convene on March 4, in case the present Congress does not 
take action against the trusts. 
The President's determination is due to 
the attempts of the Standard Oil combine to prevent adverse legislation 
at this time. 


In a speech made at Cincinnati 
on Sept. 20th, President Roosevelt 
defined his views as to trusts. 
In that speech he referred to the Stand- 
ard Oil Company in such 
a way that, the corporation realized that it 
needed a strong lobby at Washington at this session of Congress in 
or-d- cr 
to keep the President fiom securing adverse legislation. 
A portion 
cf the speech follows: 
"All individuals, rich or poor, private or corporate, must be subject 
to the law of the land ; and the Government will hold them to a rigid 
obedience 
thereto. 
The biggest corporation, like the humblest piivate 
citizen, must be held to strict compliance 
with the will of the people 
as expressed in the fundamental law. 
The rich man who docs not see 
that this is in his interests is indeed 
short-sighte- d. 
When we make him 
obey the law, we insure for him the absoluteprotection 
of the law. 


"A remedy 
for the evils in the trusts 
much advocated at the

trusts. 
To do this it will be necessary first to define trusts. 
The 
lan- 
guage commonly 
used by the advocates of this method implies that they 
mean all articles made by large corporations, and that the changes in the 
u.iiii 
me iu uc niuue wun punitive uncut towaros inese large cor- 
porations. 
Of course, if the tariff is to be changed in order to punish 
them, it should be changed so as to punish those that do ill, not merely 
thoc that are prosperous. 
Now, some corporations do well, 
and others do ill. 
If in any case the tariff is found to foster a monopoly 
which docs ill, why, of course, no protectionist would object to a modi- 
fication of the tariff sufficient to remedy the evil. 
But in very few cases 
docs the 
trust reallv monopolize 
the market. 
Take any very 
big corporation, which controls, say, something over half the products 
of a given industry; surely, in rearranging the schedules affecting such 
a big corporation it would be necessary to consider the interests of the 
smaller competitors, which control the remaining part, and which, 
be- 
ing weaker, would suffer most fiom any tariff designed to punish all the 
producers; for, of course, the tariff must be made light or heavy for big 
and little producers alike. 
Moreover, such corporations employ many 
thousands of workmen, and the minute we proceeded from denunciation 
to action it would be necessary to consider the interests of these work- 
men. 
Furthermore, the products of many trusts are unprotected, and 
would be entirely unaffected by any changes in the tariff, or, at most, 
very slightly. 
The Standard Oil Company offers a case in point ; and 
the corporations which control the anthracite coal output offer another 
for there is no duty whatever on anthracite coal."

our general laud laws to tho territory 
of Hawaii has attracted 
attention 
to 
tho report of tho Senate 
which visited 
tho 
Islands lat 
sum- 
mer, and especially to tho testimony 
taken by tho committee, which was not 
Issued with 
tho report made 
public 
aomo ten days since, but has Just boon 
published. 
Among other things, tho report of 
tho committee specifically 
recommends 
tho oxtonslon 
of the United 
States 
land laws to tho Islands. 
Tho friends 
of Hawaii claim that the operation of 
theso laws ln the territory 
would work 
grave Injury, and ln support of their 
contention thoy point to tho fact that 
thero 
Is a Btrong 
movement 
at tho 
present tlmo ln tho United States look- 
ing 'to tho repeal of several 
of our 
present land laws, which has, ln fact, 
as a principal argument that part of 
tho Presidents 
message 
relating 
to 
tho now irrigation 
law and the public 
domain. 
The 
President 
ln 
his 
message 
strongly 
condemns 
tho desert 
land 
law, the 
commutation 
clause of the 
homestead 
law and tho timber 
law, 
and acting upon his recommendation 
bills havo been introduced ln Congress 
providing for their repeal. 
It Is now 
claimed that to mako these laws oper- 
ative In Hawaii would be a gravo mis 
take, 
slnco tho laws there 
in 
force, 
which nro those which existed during 
tho period when Hawaii was a repub- 
lic, aro fairly good and especially ap 
plicable 
to existing 
condition 
there. 
THE HAWAIIAN LEPERS. 
. 
Tho 
committeo also 
recommended 
that tho leper settlement 
now existing 
on tho islands 
ho mado 
a national 
lcprosla, to which all the lepers ln tho 
United States should bo sent. 
"What 
has Hawaii ever dono that 
sho should 
bo Inflicted 
with 
this?" 
asked a prominent 
Hawaiian 
planter 
who is stopping ln Washington. 
"Wo 
havo- - enough troublo 
ln handling our 
own lepers without nssumLng 
tho bur- 
den of all those which can bo picked 
up in tho states. 
Leprosy is a dread 
ful 
disease," 
ho continued, 
"and yet 
most people havo a far greater horror 
of being near a leper than thero Is any 
real reason for. 
I would not hesltato 
iu tho slightest to shako hands with a 
leper, ln fact, I havo dono bo. Leprosy 
can bo contracted 
only through 
con 
tact by 
tho mucous 
membrane, 
or 
through 
some 
sore or cut. 
"For this reason tho lepers 
ln our 
leper settlement are allowed to marry 
and bear children, and thero aro only 
two 
Instances, 
I believe, 
where 
tho 
children of lepers confined In tho 
Ha- 
waiian lazaretto havo had tho dlscaso 
transmitted 
to them. 
They aro taken 
away from tho parents, when they nro 
very young and kept ln isolated 
es- 
tablishments until it is seen that they 
are freo of tho disease 
"Nevertheless, 
wo havo 
ln tho 
isl- 
ands nil wo want to take caro of In 
this lino. 
Our authorities 
aro 
also 
constantly on tho alert to find 
thoso 
among tho gcnoral 
population 
who 
havo become afflicted. 
Every effort is 
made, 
naturally, 
when 
a" man or

man finds that he has leprosy, to keep

daries of each; 
the army was given a 
civilian commander 
in chief In the per- 


son 
of the 
President; 
certain 
vital 
rights were reserved for states and of 
the three 
branches of Fed- 
eral administration, not one 
was 
per- 
mitted 
to perforin Its duties without 
some measure of reference to the oth- 
ers. 
A perfect system of checks 
and 
balances 
was 
organized. 
As 
far 
as 
their lights permitted them to see, the 
architects of the republic made 
it 
Im- 
possible 
for 
sovereign

SWEPT BY WIND 
AND TIDAL WAVE 


Tuamotu Archipelago Devastated by 
Double Disaster and Many Lives 
and 
Much 
Property 
Lost 
and 
Destroyed. 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
Keb. 8. 
The Oceanic liiiprIaripQsa 
which 
arrived 
from Tahiti today brings news of a hurricane, 
followed by a 
tidal wave, which swept the Tuamotu islands, about the .middle of Jan- 
uary. 
Eighty island? of the group were devastated by the double disas- 
ter. 
The loss of life is reported to exceed 1,000 souls. 
The islands were 
swept of copra and stoics of pearls were washed away, with the houses 
of the people and tin- - warehouses of the traders. 
Those who sutvived the wind ami wave were .rendered dc'stiaile. 
The news was brought to Tahiti by survivors who escaped in a small 
boat, and relief was at once sent to the sufferers. 


The 'J'namotn islands comprise a Polynesian archijiclago belonging 
to the ImciicIi. 
'l'hey lie to the eastward of the Society group. 
The 
islands have a population of a little over 5,000 scattered over a great 
number of islands having a total area of about 347 square miles. 
They 
aie of coral formation and seldom have an area of more than ten square 
miles each. 
The laigcst is Turcia. 
The chief source of trade of the 
islands is the 
pearl-oyst- 
er 
and sonic very rich finds have been made 
there by parties trading from Tahiti. 
o 
MADRID, 
Spain, Feb. 8. 
The Duke of Tetuan, 
who has been 
seriously ill for over a month, died today. 


The Duke of Tetuan was of Irish descent. 
His name was Charles 
O'Donnell and he was the son of General O'Donnell, who in i860 dur- 
ing the war with the Moors invested and captured the town of Tetuan in 


. Morocco 
and got a title for bis bravcrv. 
Apart from this inherited 
title, the Duke was Lord Donegal in Ireland. 
Duke Tetuan was Spain's senior delegate at The Hague Peace Con- 
ference in 
1899. 
He was Minister of Foreign Affairs in Spain until 
May, 1897, when in a free fight in the Senate he slapped the fa:e of 
Professor Comas. 
The Duke of Tetuan was born at Valencia in 1834. lie entered the 
army and spent the larger part of his early manhood 
in the Philippines. 
He fought injhc war against Morocco, and specially distinguished him- 
self at the storming of the Oato Negron pass, which earned for him 
the San Fernando Order. 
He took part in the capture of Tetuan and 


was severely wounded at the battle of Sacusa. 
After the revolution he 
retired from the armv with the rank of General, and entered politics. 
In 1879 he entered the.Martincz Campos Cabinet as Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, after varied service as ambassador. 
o 
LONDON, Feb. "8. 
Macedonian complications have reached such 
a stage that war is now extremely probable between Russia and Turkey. 


A St. Petersburg correspondent recently wrote the following fore- 
cast of the trend of events in the Halkails 
: 
"One may be certain that Russia, in the Eastern question, will act 
in concert with Austria and quite outside the influence of Germany. 
In 
case of intervention or of sharing the country the adhesion of Vienna

certain. 
That which is imminent 
is the immediate and enforced ces- 
sation of the criminal warfare in Macedonia. 
The task of Russia will 
be to bring pressure on Bulgaria, while Austria 
will do the same on 
Servia. 
An ultimatum, the text of which already has been prepared, 
will be sent to the Sultan demanding reforms in Macedonia. 
If, as an- 
ticipated, he refuses to grant these reforms, Austria will occupy 
Alban- 
ia. 
Russia will effect a landing at Iiurgas, and then will advance with 
the Bulgarians to the Rhodopc mountains. 
A naval demonstration in 
the Bosporus is quite upon the card. 
The attitude of Germany and En- 
gland will bo awaited with anxiety. 
Germany is the protectress of 
Turkish oppression, but England can scarcely support the persecution of 
the Armenians. 
In any event, the downfall 
of the Ottoman empire is 
in sight."

Redemption of Hawaiian 
coins 
goes 
on, but In its course there has devel- 
oped a condition 
which promises to 
create 
consternation 
among some of 
tho holders of sliver 
with tho 
Kala-kau- a 
profile on It. 
Under tho ruling of the officials of 
tho banks mutilation 
in the slightest 
degree divides silver coin from bullion, 
and more than one person who offered 
silver money with marks or dents 
up- 
on it at the First National Bank yes- 
terday, found that they could not 
re- 
ceive 
good 
American 
money 
for it. 
Tho bank has made the ruling tinder 
advice, nnd as it could 
not afford 
to 
run 
tho risk of having the silver 
re- 
fused after shipment to the 
tho holders of tho mutilated 
cur- 
rency most stand tho loss. 
Tho bill providing for tho redemp- 
tion of Hawaiian money in moro than 
one placo mentions the legal point of 
abrasion. 
Attorneys 
havo 
searched 
the revised statutes 
for somo declara- 
tion on this matter, hut havo failed to 
find it. 
Cables from Washington hnve 
told that there is no limit on abrasion, 
hut that mutilation 
makes tho coins 
unredeemable. 
As there seems no way 
hero to 
determine Just 
what 
is the 
limit of mutilation It has been decided 
that the slightest 
defacement 
of the 
coin marks 
the limit and in 
conse- 
quence every piece 
of money 
offered 
is being scrutinized 
carefully. 
When 
It was found yesterday that 
there was to be made a distinction as 
to tho kinds 
of coin

at the 
banks, there began In all the business 
houses the same kind of careful scru- 
tiny.

will be probably increased 230,000 or 250,000 tons 
by reports from a few 
less

The sugar 
in the 
beets turned out better than was expected; nevertheless, the total 
de- 
crease in production from last year is striking." 
Consul John C. Covert at Lyons, under date of Dec. 20 last, has 
forwarded to the State Department the following regarding the Brus- 
sels conference and French Sugar: 
"TJie people of France are happy in the anticipation of a reduction 
in the enormous price they have for years 
been paying 
for sugar. 
Their hopes are based oiv the recent action of the Lower House of the 
French parliament, in reducing the 
internal-revenu- 
e 
tax on that article 
to 25 francs ($4.82) per 100 kilograms (220 pounds). 
Up to the pres-- . 
cut time, the tax has been 60 francs ($1 1.58) per 100 kilograms, and the 
retail price of sugar in the groceries, 
11 cents per pound. 
"In the debate in the Lower House of Parliament, the opinion was 
expressed that the consumption would so increase as to compensate for 
the loss of excise revenue, 
which ainrrejratcd 50,000,000 francs ($9,650, 
000) per year; but this loss of revenue is more than compensated by 
the abolition 
of sugar bounties, which 
111 
1901 amounted to nearly ?20, 
000,000. 
I lie Lower House also adopted a bill ratifying the action of 
the Brussels Sugar Congress. 
"The cessation of the bounty docs not take effect until September, 
1903, and it is impossible 
to estimate at present 
the reduction that is 
certain to take place in the growing of beets ; but fanners arc thinking 
what they will do with the land that 
will be released. 
The 
growing 
of beets has been generally 
confined 
to the northern 
Departments of 
France, and before these became the favorite crop, oil seeds were cul- 
tivated with profit; also rape seed and poppy. 
These are imported into 
France in large quantities, and their consumption has more than doubled 
within a 
few years. 
The Journal d' Agriculture states that while pe- 
troleum has taken the place of the oils produced from these seeds as 
they arc very popular as lubricants. 
"An authority 
in Lyons expresses the opinion that wheat will be 
grown on much of the acreage heretofore sown in beets, and that its price 
will be enhanced.

fruit-cannin- g 
factories in the Midi, which have 
been almost idle for some years, will find a new career of activity, and 
an increased export of French preserved fruits may follow. 
The habit 
so general in the United 
States of preserving 
a large provision of 
fruit every fall does not prevail in France. 
The people cat their fruit 
raw. 
"It is proposed to increase the 
allowance of sugar in the army. 
The testimony of professional pedestrians is conclusive that the use of 
sugar enables one to support fatigue with much greater ease than that 
of other foods. 
A gentleman well known for his scientific attainments 
says that the mixture of molasses or the residue of sugar jivith fodder 
would be productive of excellent results for working oxen and for milch 
cows. 
He also asserts: "It is established 
that sugar 
can 
replace a 
quantity of oats fed to a horse without diminishing his muscular energy. 
"Mr. Grandeau, in a recent paper on this subject, quoted the 
fol- 
lowing paragraph from the pen of a scientist who was traveling in the 
Transvaal at the time of the war: 
"As a result of circumstances too long to relate, I found myself 
blockaded 
between the English and the Boer forces, 
unable to move 
without receiving a gunshot from one side or the other. 
I was forced 
during six weeks to depend upon sugar, mixed with a little sawdust, 
for nourishment for myself and six rabbits, 
which 
I was absolutely 
desirous of keeping for breeding purposes. 
It was impossible 
for me 
to find straw for my rabbits. 
They and your humble servant were none 
the worse for this diet ; we prospered under it and the rabbits grew fat. 
I extract a few sentences 
from a paper 
written 
by M. Emile 
Saillard, director of the laboratory of the United Sugar Manufacturers 
of France : 
"Since the subject of molasses 
and fodder has been agitated, 
the, 
farmers and sugar manufacturers 
have turned their attention to peat 
(tourbe). 
"We know from the experiments of Professor Kcllner that peat 
has a depressing influence upon the digestion of fodder with 
which it 
is mixed. 
But it is questionable whether it has a chemical 
effect; that 
is to say, whether a decomposition is produced by the salts of the molasses 
and those contained in the peat which may have a salutary effect on the 
mixture as a whole. 
We have made experiments in this direction, and 
the result of our analysis is:
